THE AGE OF AMUSEMENT. 


The New York Herald discoursese 
at some length on what it calls the 
strange aspects of the present “hard 
times.” 
Thus it points out that the 
Labor Day exodus of excursionists and 
pleasure seekers at New 
York 
was 
greater than has ever been known be­ 
fore. 
It is estimated, says The Her­ 
ald, that more than 1,000,000 persons 
left town t>y railroad and steamboat 
to spend the holiday somewhere away 
from their homes. 
It adds that more 
than 63,000 men and women paid to 
see a 
baseball 
game, 
45,000 to see 
prize fights, 12,000 to see a tennis 
match; 
theaters 
were 
jammed, 
beaches .were crowded. 
“It does not 
look,” The Herald concludes, “as if 
hard times were oppressing the town’s 
population.” 
The attendance 
at 
the 
present 
world series, greater than ever before 
known, and at higher prices than ever 
before, is another example. 
We must have our fun— that is the 
whole explanation of the phenomenon 
which excites. 
The Herald’s wonder. 
There never before was a time when 
the people of this country set so much 
store by recreation 
and 
amusement. 
Possibly this is the effect of the war, 
a sort of reaction after the long strain ; 
possibly it springs 
from 
some other 
cause. Possibly it is a very bad thing,' 
a phase of the general “let-down” of 
these times and of evil augury for the 
nation. 
Possibly it is not such a bad 
thing, after all, and may even be re­ 
garded by some philosophers as indi­ 
cating a more intelligent attitude to­ 
wards life on 
the 
part 
of a people 
hitherto too much given to “strenuous­ 
ness,” in the opinion of some observ­ 
ers, and too much absorbed in the pur­ 
suit of the Almighty Dollar to realize 
that life is lived by each of us only 
once and that it is of short duration. 
At any rate, explain and interpret it 
as we may, the fact is there. 
We gd in 
more for fun, for entertainment, for 
recreation, 
for 
amusement than we 
used to; and we like these things so 
much that now we are bound to have 
them, hard times or no hard times. 
So long as there is the material for 
one more meal in the house we can 
still afford our fun. 
So long as the 
wolf is not actually breaking in at the 
door, we can go to the ball game, and 
enjoy it. That is the modern attitude; 
and while‘some think it spells doom, 
others think it may help to carry us 
through. 


JAPAN AND SHANTUNG. 
Japan is now taking steps for a final 
settlement of the Shantung matter— a 
fact which ought to be of much inter­ 
est to certain people iii this country, as 
well as to the Chinese. 
Nothing could 
exceed in fury and vociferousness the 
row that was made in America over 
Shantung. 
The 
Shantung clause of 
the Treaty was made the excuse for 
the bitterest attacks on President Wil­ 
son and he was accused of delivering 
into perpetual bondage Chinese ter­ 
ritory and Chinese 
men and women. 
The president yielded to the Japanese 
claims in regard to Shantung because 
it was necessary to make certain con­ 
cessions in ord£r to achieve the larger 


aims oi the conference and 
because 
Japan had pledged herself to restore 
China s rights 
in 
the territory at a 
later date to be deferred no longer 
than was necessary. 
Mr. Wilson took 
Japan at her word, and for doing so he 
was roundly berated by the politicians 
here who were out to destroy him and 
his work by fair means or foul and 
who found in the Shantung matter a 
splendid opportunity. 
It now appears that Japan is pre­ 
paring to make good her promise re­ 
garding Shantung and if this is actu­ 
ally done, as there is reason to be­ 
lieve it will be, Air. Wilson’s course of 
action will be fully vindicated and the 
mountain which his critics made out 
of Shantung will be revealed as a mole 
hill. How many of them, if Japan now 
does what she promised at Paris to do, 
will have the courage to apologize to 
that country for the insults they offer­ 
ed it when they 
impugned 
its good 
faith and apologize to Mr. Wilson for 
the injury they did him when they 
accused him of deliberately sacrificing 
principle and selling the Chinese of 
Shantung into virtual slavery? 


CIGARS FOR WOMEN. 


A dispatch from London says that 
20,000 cigars made especially for Lon­ 
don’s women smokers are on their way 
to that city from Cuba “to meet the de­ 
mand of those who require something 
stronger than 
cigarettes.” 
The dis­ 
patch adds that many women in Lon­ 
don, presumably members of the same 
fashionable circles where the cigar is 
now so popular among the fair sex, 
have now taken to smoking pipes. 
There is something about the cigar­ 
ette which sets it apart from the other 
impediments of smoking. 
One cannot 
define what this something is, but it is 
re a l; and because of it the cigarette 
in faminine hands, while positively ob­ 
jectionable, is not 
utterly 
revolting. 
But the case is different 
when 
one 
comes to cigars. 
One feels that a 
young 
woman 
smoking a cigar, no 
matter 
how 
pretty 
she 
might be, 
would not be an attractive spectacle at 
all; while the effect of a pipe wbuld 
be even more disastrous. 
We owe many good things to the 
English, but if they are now going to 
teach our women to smoke cigars and 
pipes, we shall begin to feel towards 
them somewhat as 31 r. Bryan is said 
to feel towards the British authorities 
of Bimbini and certain 
other islands 
who allow those islands to play the 
part of spiritous reservoirs whence 
great quantities of liquor are sent into 
this country to the great distress and 
hot indignation 
of all good 
prohibi­ 
tionists. 
A woman smoking a cigar or 
a pipe may or may not be, according to 
one’s viewpoint, an 
offense 
against 
morals. But a pretty woman smoking 
a cigar or a pipe is certainly an offense 
against art, and it is to be hoped that 
this is one British 
innovation 
which 
will never be emulated in this coun­ 
try.
